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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or suggests an 
electroluminescence display apparatus comprising, in addition to other limitations of the 
claim, a silicon oxide layer having an opening in a region where a thin film transistor is 
not formed. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-8 are also 
allowable. 

5. Regarding independent claims 9 and 10, the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an electroluminescence display apparatus comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claims, a silicon oxide layer of a thin film transistor having opening at a 
position under an emissive region of an electroluminescence element. Due to their 
dependency upon independent claim 10, claims 11-15 are also allowable. 
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6. The subject silicon oxide layer with an opening, as discussed earlier, is provided 
for increasing the light emission efficiency of the display apparatus and increasing the 
display contrast. The design is new and unique to the art. 

7. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
